their exertions. 


Stopped Freight in Time. 


The accident occurred a few minutes 


before 4 o'clock. Behind the pay train 
was the freight, and when the pay 
train stopped at Bigler Mr. Cowell 
had a flagman sent back to stop it. 
The flagman had not gone far before 
he saw the freight coming. 
Had the 


freight not been flagged a still more 
serious accident might have resulted.
